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ABSTRACT 

This paper describes the angiospei mic flora of the Shankaracharya Hill, covering 204 species of 
flowering plants belonging to 38 families. Analysis of the species collected shows that the following five 
families are the richest ones as indicated by the number of species in each family; Gramineae (45), Com- 
positae (22), Cruciferae (17;, Leguminosae (16) and Labiatae (12). These togither represent about 56% 
of the species collected. 


INTRODUCTION 

The Shankaracharya Hill also known as Takht-i- 
sulaiman, is situated at a distance of about 3 km 
from Srinagar city. It is a very popular tourist spot. 
The present paper is the outcome of the study 
carried out by the author from January, 1968 to 
September, 1970, In addition to enumeration of 
species, the main diagnostic features, the time of 
flowering and fruiting and local names wherever 
known are also recorded. Specimens were collected 
every month. They are deposited in the Herbarium 
of Regional Research Laboratory (Branch), Srinagar. 

GEOLOGY AND SOIL 

The Shankaracharya hill of the Zanskar range is 
about 300 metres higher than Srinagar and 1900 
metres above main sea level. The rocks of the hill 
are igneous and of the sulaimanite type. Soil is 
gravelly and silty. There is hardly any perennial 
water source in the area which could have made 
a definite change in the vegetation of the hill from 
its surroundings. Soil erosion due to lain has a 
marked effect on the vegetation of the hill. Many 
of the flowering plants growing in the fields of 
Srinagar have well adapted themselves on the hill 
up to 1800 m.
